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The picture on the cover is from a print of a view of 
Meredith from the work of an artist, who is believed to have 
been English, between 1833 and 1843. The view is from the 
area of Ladd Hill, approximately at the intersection of the 
present routes 3 and 104. The church with the square cupola 
in the background was built after March 1832 on the 
lakeshore opposite the ‘‘Old Oak’’. It was dedicated as the 
‘First Congregational Church in Meredith’? February 7, 
1833. This same building, according to records, was moved to 
its present location on Highland Street by May 27, 1843 where 
it still stands with the addition of a tower and minor 
alterations.

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Report of 
Selectmen and Town Manager 


The Board of Selectmen and Town Managerare pleased to submit this 
Annual Town Report to the residents and property owners of the Town of 
Meredith. We have dedicated our report to the late John W. Rideout, who 
was outstanding in his interest and involvement in community affairs for 
many years. With‘‘Jack’’, as he was known to many of us, his efforts 
always resulted in a job well done. Our recent bicentennial celebration 
which was carred out so well in every minute detail is a fine example of 
excellence on his part of organization and cooperation, which is so vitally 
necessary in carrying out a successful project. 


We wish to take this opportunity to relate some of the accomplishments 
for 1971 which are followed first, records of Town Meetings held 
throughtout the year, then a copy of the Warrant for the Annual Town 
Meeting and the budget for 1972. The remainder of the report consists of 
financial records, including a report of audit for 1970, reports of various 
Departments and Boards and Vital Statistics. 


We hope you will find this report interesting, and that you will bring it 
to the Town Meeting. 


Alterations and renovations to the interior of the Municipal Building 
have been completed except for some work in the basement and a final coat 
of paint. Consideration is also being given to providing some new storm 
sash. The painting is scheduled to be completed soon after the first of the 
year along with other final detail. The cost thus far is $27,983.33 which is 
well within the appropriation of $30,000.00 which was raised over a period of 
two years. We are very much pleased with our pleasant expanded office 
space and we would be happy to show the improvements that have been 
made in methods of handling necessary office procedures. 


The sewer treatment plant was enclosed with a six foot chain link fence 
last summer which will help maintain a certain degree of security against 
the normal hazards of sewer treatment facilities. 


The communications system of telephones and radios is now being 
operated on a part time basis by one employee working from 8:00 a.m. to5 
p.m. Monday through Friday thus relieving much of the communications 
traffic through the main office and keeping interference with office work at 
a minimum. 


A study has been completed of the sewer treatment plant flows along 
with a projection of the plant’s capability to serve the Town over the next 
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years. Recommendations contained in the study will be carefully con- 
sidered in order to prolong the effectiveness and efficiency of the treatment 
facilities. 


A sewer extension was completed on Hillrise Lane which will serve the 
homes in the immediate vicinity and provide for a vital and necessary 
requirement for the operation of the Extended Care Facility which 1s 
scheduled to be built off Route 104 this year. 


Considerable work has been accomplished toward completing the 
sewer on Oak Street Extension which will serve a number of lake shore 
sanitary needs in that area. Completion of this project is expected by early 
Spring. 


Preliminary plans and costs estimates for a sewer extension on 
Pleasant Street from its present terminus to Wagon Wheel Trail have 
been completed as authorized by the 1971 Annual Town Meeting. An article 
will be submitted to the voters at the upcoming Annual Town Meeting to act 
on a proposal to carry out the final planning and construction phases of this 
job. 


The recreation program received a noticeable boost during the past 
summer through the efforts and motivations of the Recreation Com- 
mission. The beach facilities were greatly improved and the Prescott Park 
program was carried out with a great deal of enthusiasm. 


The Mutual Aid System of Fire Departments was organized during the 
past year with headquarters in Laconia. This move has resulted in a 
reduction of about 20 per-cent in fire insurance rates on dwellings within a 
band around any fire station in the system with an inside radius of over two 
miles and an outside radius of not over three miles. 


The effect is a rate reduction on many dwellings over two miles away 
from any mutual aid fire station which did not previously receive this 
consideration due to this added mile of mutual aid coverage. 


Pleasant Street was resurfaced throughout the area involving the 
recent sewer extension. A leveling course was first applied for better riding 
qualities and more adequate drainage. The paved surface was also 
widened and paved gutters installed to control surface drainage. 


Attention to private sewer systems requires a considerable amount of 
the Town Manager’s time as local Health Officer for the State of New 
Hampshire. This involves inspections of new systems where plans have 
been previously approved by the New Hampshire Water Supply and 
Pollution Control Commission and the actual design and inspection of 
alterations to existing systems which may have failed or require ex- 
pansion. 


There was a considerable amount of new building during 1971 including 
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family residences, new stores and apartment buildings. Several old 
buildings were demolished to make room for new construction in 1972 in- 
cluding a new shopping center and possibly a motel. 


We look ahead to another busy year and we will make every effort to 
provide for the services to the community through a conservative budget 
which we believe will tend to keep our tax rate at a minimum and maintain 
an acceptable standard of health, safety and welfare for residents of the 
Town of Meredith. 


We wish to express our appreciation for the help we have received 


from the people of this exceptionally fine community and we will do our 
best to deliver services in keeping with your expectations.

Submitted herewith is the report of the annual examination and audit 
of the accounts of the Town of Meredith for the fiscal year ended, 
December 31, 1970, which was made by this Division in accordance with the 
vote of the Town. 


One of the enclosed audits must be given to the Town Clerk as part of 
the permanent records. 
SCOPE OF AUDIT 
Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and records 


of the Board of Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax collector, Town Clerk, Sewer 


Fund, Special Assessment Accounts, Minicipal Court, Library and 
Trustees of Trust Funds. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1969 and December 31, 1970: 
(Exhibit A-1): 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1969 and December 
31, 1970 are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, the Net Debt of 
the Town increased by $865.48 in 1970, from $407,835.61 to $408,701.09.

An analysis of the change in financial condition of the Town during the 


year is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused the change 
indicated therein. These were as follows:

As indicated by the budget summary 
(Exhibit A-4) a net overdraft of appropriations of $6,609.21 plus a revenue 
deficit of $24,855.70 resulted in a net budget deficit of $31,464.91.

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AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the 
custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined and 
audited in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and 
accordingly included such tests of the accounting records and such other 
auditing procedures as were considered necessary in the circumstances. 


Verification of uncollected and unredeemed taxes was made by 
mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Tax Collector’s 
records. Consequently, the amounts of uncollected and unredeemed taxes 
as indicated in this report are subject to any changes which may be 
necessitated by the return of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Current Surplus (Deficit): 
The current financial condition of the Town changed from a current 
surplus (excess of total assets over current liabilities) of $55,264.39 to a 


current deficit (excess of current liabilities over total assets) of $13,251.09 
during 1970, as shown herewith:

Unredeemed Taxes: 


Unredeemed taxes totaling $280.06 on account of the levies of 1967 and 
prior years were due the Town at December 31, 1970, according to the Tax 
Collector’s tax sale records.

Inasmuch as the two-year period provided by law for redemption from 
Tax sales has expired on these unredeemed taxes, the Tax Collector should 


give tax deeds to the Town for all the properties represented by these 
undischarged tax liens held by the Town. 
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Poll and State Head Tax Lists: 


According to the statutes applicable to the assessment of poll and state 
head taxes, the Selectmen are required to ‘‘make a list of all the polls and 
head taxes’’ assessed by them and commit the list together with warrants 
under their hand and seals to the Tax Collector directing the Collector to 
collect these taxes. 


Our auditors examined these lists and found that assessments were 
made against many former residnets, persons who were no longer liable on 
account of statutory age limitations and deceased taxpayers. Conversely, 
the names of many persons who were liable for the taxes were omitted 
from the original lists. 


It should be noted that the commitment of tax warrants based on 
inaccurate lists results in mistating the revenue which is derived from 
these sources. In addition, it creates an increased workload for the 
Selectmen in that they must issue additional warrants and numerous 
abatements to rectify the incorrect lists. 


We recommend that the Selectmen take an annual census of the Town 
in order to obtain accurate information concerning poll and head tax 
assessments which are to be committed to the Tax Collector. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955 require that the 
auditors’ summary of findings and recommendations (letter of tran- 
smittal) shall be published in the next annual report of the Town. 
Publication of the Exhibits contained in the audit report is optional, at the 
discretion of the Board of Selectmen.

The Board found this fall that some clarifications and corrections were 
needed for a more uniform consistency of the zoning ordinance. We wish to 
thank our Regional Director Mr. Scott for his help with these corrections.

Dear Mr. French: 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission, at the meeting held on 
December 13th, adopted a preliminary work program and budget of 
$40,000.00 based on local revenues for 1972-73. Based on proportional 
allocations, Meredith’s share of this budget is $3,282.00, slightly less than 
the Commission’s request for the previous year. 


The total budget is proportionally allocated to the eighteen towns and 
one city within the boundaries of the Lakes Region as shown on the at- 
tached map. One town does not have a Planning Board and, therefore, 
under State Statute, is not eligible for Regional membership. As in the past, 
each community’s share was determined on the basis of population (50 
per-cent) and equalized valuation (50 per-cent). The population figures are 
those developed by the Office of State Planning for the purpose of 
allocating Rooms and Meals Tax monies. The equalized valuation was 
derived from the 1970 figures provided by the State Tax Commission.

As Meredith has previously included in the Warrant an Article to 
membership in the Lakes Region Planning Commission, it will not be 
necessary to provide such an Article again. It is suggested that the 
requested funding be placed either in the Selectmen’s administrative 
budget (preferred) or the Planning Board budget. In the case of the for- 
mer, the Commission would like to work directly with the elected officials 
and will submit regular reports. Attached please find a brief summary of 
the Commission’s activities to date.

SUMMARY 
LAKES REGION PLANNING COMMISSION 
ACTIVITIES 


July 1, 1971 — December 31, 1971 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission was funded at the March 
Town Meeting of its members and an Executive Director was hired on July 
ist, 1971. A Secretary was employed at the end of August and the program 
has been moving well ever since. 


REGIONAL PLANNING 
I. Sewage Disposal 


An important objective of the Commission is to provide member 
communities with the required regional planning and programming to 
assure their eligibility for Federal Grants in the construction of Sewage 
Disposal facilities. 


The Lakes Region Planning Commission is making headway in each of 
the three major certification areas. We will complete an Overall Program 
Design in December which will include a preliminary statement of Goals 
and Objectives and which wil] outline a five-year work program for the 
Commission in accordance with the Goals statement. At the same time and 
as an additional prerequisite for funding, a Regional Housing Element is 
being completed which will point up the housing needs of our Region. 


The Staff of the Commission is presently working on a preliminary 
Land Use Plan for the Region which should be completed in the spring of 
1972. Representatives of area organizations are being asked to review and 
participate in each of these programs in the formative stages. 


Finally, it is expected that the third certification, that of a Sewage 
Disposal Plan, will be initiated before the end of 1971. The Regional 
Planning Commission hopes to be certified for funding by the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development by the summer of 1972. Each member 
community would then be eligible for 95 per-cent Federal participation for 
Sewage Disposal facilities. 


The present Winnipesaukee River Basin Study anticipates that the 
entire regional facility on the Winnipesaukee River will cost in the vicinity 
of $36,000,000. The total amount of local funds required, assuming there is a 
certified Lakes Region Planning Commission, would be $1,800,000. The 
remainder would be State and Federal grants. Without a certified Regional 
Planning Agency, the local share would be $3,600,000. This assumes that 
matching funds would be available to an area without a regional plan. 
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II. Solid Waste Disposal 


The Regional Planning Commission sponsored a Solid Waste Disposal 
Meeting in Laconia on October 21st. The meeting was attended by ap- 
proximately 85 elected officials, planning board members and interested 
citizens. As a result of the response from this meeting, the Commission 
anticipates undertaking a Regional Study of Solid Waste Disposal in fiscal 
year 1972-1973. 


III. Recreation and Open Space Planning 


A meeting was held on November 17, 1971, with several Recreation 
Directors in Meredith to initiate a Lakes Region Conference on recreation 
in the spring of 1972. The potential for inter-community cooperation in 
facilities, programs and possibly Recreation Directors is great. The long- 
term goal will be to coordinate Recreation and Open Space Planning. 


IV. Transportation 


The Commission met with the State Planning and Economics Engineer 
on October 28, in Concord. The purpose of this meeting was to determine 
what highway improvements were being anticipated for our Region. 
Regional Transportation and Land Use Plan. 


V. Mapping 


The Commission has received a regional map from the Graphic Arts 
Section of the Department of Resources and Economic Development. The 
map was completed through the efforts of the Regional Director, the State 
Planning Office and the drafting capability of the Graphic Arts Section. 


LOCAL PLANNING 
I. Introductory Meetings 


Introductory meetings have been held with officials of the following 
communities located within the boundaries of the Lakes Region: Barn- 
stead, Belmont, Gilford, Sanbornton, New Hampton, Meredith, Center 
Harbor, Moultonboro, Sandwich, Tuftonboro, Wolfeboro, Brookfield, Ef- 
fingham and Laconia. 


At these meetings, the program of the Commission was outlined and 
the community was encouraged to develop a list of needs that should be 
studied in order of priority. The highest priority item is then selected as the 
first item of business with the Commission Staff assisting the local Boards. 


To date the following efforts are underway: 


Solid Waste Disposal Study — 


Belmont, Gilford, Laconia, Sanbornton, Tilton, Northfield. Attempting to 
find Landfill site. 


Subdivision Regulations — 
Moultonboro--reviewed, recommended changes and printed 1000 copies of 
proposed regulations. 


Review of Planning Contracts — 
Gilford--recommended changes in contract for capital improvements 
program. 


Establishment of Planning Board — 
Effingham--suggested procedure to follow and forwarded necessary 
warrant articles. 


Mobile Home Regulations — 

Sanbornton--submitted several alternatives. Belmont--reviewed and 
commented on mobile home park plan and provided specific recom- 
mendations for mobile home regulations. 


Land Use Regulations — 

Tuftonboro--prepared a preliminary Existing Land Use Plan and simple 
Land Use Ordinance. Gilford--reviewed and commented on Zoning 
amendments. Sanbornton--reviewed and recommended changes in their 
ordinances. Meredith--reviewed proposed amendments 


Board of Adjustment — 
Meredith--provided material and assisted in setting up the Meredith Board 
of Adjustment. 


Special Studies — 
Gilford--Planning review of Gunstock Acres development in progress. 


II. Gathering Data 


Planning documents, mapping information and Town Reports have 
been acquired from most of the communities in the Region. This in- 
formation is available to all citizens in the Region for use in the office. 


III. Legal Research 


The Commission is attempting to determine alternative techniques 
that are available to small communities for the purpose of accomplishing 
land use objectives. Specifically, the use of individual ordinances is being 
studied which would be designed to solve specific problems. Legal 
research is being undertaken by a well qualified local attorney. 
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RELATED ACTIVITIES 


Generally, the Director has attempted to establish contact with as 
many agencies and organizations as possible that work directly or in- 
directly in the area of Community Planning. Included in this effort are such 
State and public agencies as: The State Planning Office, Water Supply and 
Pollution Control Commission, Department of Public Health, Division of 
Community Recreation and Department of Public Works and Highways. 


Such Federal agencies as: The Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD), the Environmental Protection Agency (EPA), the 
Department of Agriculture and the Farmers Home Administration 
(FmHa). 


Such local organizations as: Lakes Region Clean Waters Association, 
Laconia-Weirs Beach Chamber of Commerce, Meredith Rotary, Holder- 
ness Chamber of Commerce, Lakes Region Board of Realtors, Lakes 
Region Child and Family Services, AAUW, League of Women Voters and 
Winnipesaukee Association of Conservation Commissions.

The Commission is presently working on the annual work program for 
1972-73 with the following schedule tentatively being comtemplated. 


1. Completion of Regional Initial Housing Study by December, 1971. 


2. Completion of preliminary Goals and Objectives and 5-year work 
program by December, 1971. 


3. Completion of preliminary Regional Land Use Plan by June, 1972. 
4. Completion of Regional Sewer Plan by June, 1972. 


5. Initiation of work on Regional Solid Waste Plan, tentatively to be 
completed in late 72 or early 73. 


6. Increased efforts to assist local Planning Boards with their programs 
and attempts tp develop continuing Planning Programs in each com- 
munity. 


7. Continuing programs on Housing, coordinated Regional Codes and 
Ordinances, recreation and open space development and the collection of 
data pertinent to each of these areas of regional concern. 


It is difficult to meet regularly with all the groups wishing to discuss 
regional planning. However, the Commission needs to learn the base needs 
of each community and will work with municipal organizations to develop 
methods to meet these expressed needs. 
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Report Of The 
Parks and Playgrounds Commission 


The Parks and Playground Commission would like to thank the tax- 
payers of Meredith for appropriating and raising the money necessary for 
capital improvements at the public beaches and Prescott Park. Also, the 
commissioners would like to add a thank you to Billy Richards and Manny 
Makris for their donation of materials. 


Leavitt Beach was enlarged and resurfaced with sand. A parking lot 
was made parallel to the bathing area. The addition of a teaching station 
allowed the swimming instructors to teach the youngsters diving as well as 
swimming. A teaching station was also added at Waukewan Beach. 


The improvements at Prescott Park consisted of the addition of a chain 
link fence around the Little League Field, two sections of bleachers and a 
parking lot adjacent to both fields used by the Little League. A gate was 
also placed across the roadway to keep vehicles away from the play areas. 


Mr. James Durkee again supervised the activities at Prescott Park 
and the town beaches. The activities consisted of crafts, archery, tennis, 
swimming and many other individual sports in the morning sessions. Team 
sports and field trips took place in the afternoon and evening. An average 
daily attendance for all these programs were 250 youngsters. 


The commission hopes that the town will continue to support the fine 
programs and improvements that have been started. The beach at 
Waukewan is in need of repairs and has been included in an article in the 
warrant.

Gentlemen: 


In 1971, the Town of Meredith appropriated in their budget the sum of 
$500 to the N.H.Humane Society. We request the sum of $500 be ap- 
propriated for the coming year 1972. 


It must have been reassuring for you to be able to meet state 
requirements under Chapter 442-A, the Rabies Control Act, with the use of 
our facility and we can honestly say, many more residents of Meredith 
used our facilities than ever before. Due to the steady increase in unwanted 
animals being brought to the shelter for disposition, a new large addition 
was built this summer. New outside cages were installed for your police to 
leave stray animals available 24 hours a day. As the shelter is open seven 
days a week, your residents can bring their unwanted animals most 
anytime. Also, it gives your police a place to restrain bite cases and strays. 


Your N.H. Humane Society depends on its members for support. The 
small donation asked at the shelter barely feeds the animals. Veterinarian 
costs, employee salaries, and operating expenses must be raised. We need 
the support of local additional services every year and intend to continue to 
be more helpful in your animal problems. 


This coming year we request a $500 budget appropriation to the N. H. 
Humane Society.

Report of Water Commissioners 


Year Ending December 31, 1971 


The Board of Water Commissioners are pleased to submit a summary 
of activities and a financial statement for 1971. 


Last fall Kenneth Russell was appointed by the Water Commissioners 
to serve as a member of the Commission until the next annual election, due 
to the untimely death of John W. Rideout. Leon Hatch who has been a 
Water Commissioner since it was authorized by vote of the Town in 1960 
will not be a candidate for re-election at the upcoming election. We have 
been fortunate in having continuity in office of the same people on this 
important Board for many years. 


During the past year the underground source of water supply in the 
area east of Circle Drive was thoroughly explored as requested by the New 
Hampshire Water Supply and Pollution Control Commission. For many 
years this particular area has been pointed out as having a good potential 
supply of underground water. The results of actual tests, however, were 
disappointing; and it was determined the yield would not justify the in- 
vestment in the surrounding property which would be necessary to protect 
the well from possible contamination. The question of adequacy of water 
supply from that area has been finally cleared up and we can look to other 
sources, of which Lake Winnipesaukee seems most favorable. In the 
meantime, we will make use of Lake Waukewan to the greatest possible 
extent until plans can be formulated for another source of supply. 


The four-inch water main on Gould Avenue was replaced by a six inch 
main through a cooperative agreement with P.G.H. Realty Trust who have 
constructed the new apartment house off the northerly end of Gould 
Avenue. 


The hydrant replacement program was continued with the installation 
of four new complete units. This completes our accelerated program of 
hydrant replacement, and from now on they will be replaced as the need 
arises. 


Last fall the area around the reservoir was cleaned and the ditches 
opened to allow more effective accumulation of water from rains in the 
reservoir. This will tend to extend the length of seasonal time when water 
can be supplied to the system without expensive pumping costs. 
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During 1971 63,590,400 gallons of water were pumped from Lake 
Waukewan, while the amount pumped in 1970 was 45,676,000 gallons. The 
higher amount for 1971 reflects the operation of the new pump that was 
installed in 1971 rather than an increase in water consumption. This 
resulted in a higher water level in the reservoir during the dry fall season. 


The program of improvements to water mains will be continued this 
year including replacement of four-inch water mains, that were considered 
to be too small to clean and line with larger pipes. This program will also 
include the replacement of the four-inch steel suction pipe from the 
pumping station into Lake Waukewan with a six-inch PVC plastic pipe. 
This work has been held up pending results of testing for ground water in 
the Circle Drive area. To continue this program will require more funds 
than are available, therefore, due to the fact that the indebtedness of the 
Water Department has been substantially reduced, the Commissioners 
have requested the authorization for borrowing a sum not to exceed 
$40,000.00 under Article 31 of the Meredith Town Warrant for 1972 for im- 
provements to the water system to be repaid over a period not to exceed ten 
years from Water Department revenue. 


The Board of Water Commissioners wishes to express its appreciation 
to the people of Meredith for their cooperation and patience when they may 
have suffered inconvenience during periods of difficulty and repairs to the 
water system. There remains considerable work to be done over the next 
few years in order to keep up with modern demands on a comparatively old 
water system.

1. The Regions were organized by an act of the Legislature in 1935 to 
promote the economic growth of the state. 


2. We are limited by law as to how we can raise our funds and a 
percentage request of 1-100 of 1 per-cent of the town’s valuation was set. 


3. Since many of our towns depend on tourism for their industrial 
dollar, we chose to publish an annual booklet telling about each of the 
towns, including points of interest and advertising by it’s businesses. 


4. In more recent years more of our time and efforts have dealt with 
problems of Regional Planning, pollution, forestry, ecology legislation and 
many hours are spent meeting with state and local groups to help solve 
these problems. 


5. Our office has tried to steer it’s program to one of quality and not 
quantity as the ‘‘Where To”’ booklet proves. And certainly this is reflected 
in the money your town receives from the Room and Meals Tax, and upon 
this revenue alone we ask not even 15 per-cent be appropriated into our 
funds to enlarge this revenue. 


6. What does this mean to your taxes as an individual? In most cases 
not even 25 cents. 


7. What do our efforts mean if you have a business in the Anes Well 
we are working to build a more stable economic system. 


8. Last year we did a survey on our visitors and the results were 
exceptional, as many of you agreed. With 89 per-cent of our visitors in the 
$8,000 to over $20,000 a year bracket. We will continue to keep our ad- 
vertising on an upper level plane so that those who come to enjoy the 
Region will be an asset to our businesses and not just transients, who leave 
little. 


9. We have already taken delivery of our 1972 ‘‘Where To” book and 
one is being sent to you under separate cover. If you desire another or wish 
one sent to a friend, just drop us a card, we will be pleased to accommodate 
you. 


10. Following legislative bills and hearing also consume considerable 
time in the years they are in session.

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Report of the Town Nurse — 1971 


I would like to tell you about a few of our nursing services. We have two 
registered nurses to give health guidance, referrals to other agencies, 
investigate reports of need or neglect, instructions to new mothers, check 
immunization records, hold clinics, and give home nursing; also a 
registered physical therapist to rehabilitate those requiring such services. 


I feel many more of you could and should take advantage of these 
services which are available to you through your Public Health Nursing 
Association, upon referral or request from your Physician. There is now a 
Social Worker at the Lakes Region General Hospital, and a portion of her 
work will be in assisting patients who are to be discharged, but who need 
further care, by referring them to our Agency through your Physician. 

A Rubella and Rubeola measles clinic were held in April and October 
for pre-school and school children. These clinics are held in conjunction 
with the schcol nurse, Mrs. Amy Brown R.N. and the vaccine is supplied by 
the State of New Hampshire. At these two clinics 168 children were in- 
noculated. We assisted in a Vasc Hearing and Lazy Eye clinic sponsored by 
the Meredith Lions Club. Many of our residents have taken advantage of 
Help Inc. which was formed last April, it has served the people in many 
ways and is greatly appreciated. 

The Home Health Agencies of N.H. and Vt. have joined and become a 
Bi-State Organization in the hopes of giving better and more complete 
services to all communities. 

A total of 105 hours were spent attending In-Service meetings and 
conferences. Several of our older citizens have gone to convalescent 
centers and nursing homes, for more extensive care. Referrals were made 
to the State Welfare Department, Legion Service Officer, Crippled 
Childrens’ Services, and Eye Conservation. It has been several years since 
the Cancer Society has been active in Meredith, but they are presently 
reorganizing and hope to be of service to the community. 

Our home and office visits remain about the same as they have for the 
past two years, which is about 2,000. We do hope with the growing 
awareness of our Association and the services which are made available 
that we will have an increase this year. 

Our local clubs, organizations, and individuals donated far more in 
food, clothing, baby clothes, boots, shoes, mittens, eye glasses, and bed- 
ding; it exceeded any other year considerably and we are very grateful for 
all their help, time, and effort. 


Our meetings are held every third Tuesday of each month at 7:30 p.m.; 
although this year it was voted and approved to hold these meetings for the 
winter months at 10:00 a.m.,all are most welcome to attend. 


Many thanks to all Physicians, Board of Directors, and individuals who 
helped in any way to make our work efficient and service to you the best 


possible.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and District Chief 


Lest We Forget - It Can Happen Here 


Disastrous forest and brush fires that destroy hundreds of homes are 
more prevalent on the west coast with their dry seasons and strong dry hot 
winds but 25 years ago this fall is the anniversary of a disaster that 
devastated large areas of northern New England leaving villages in ashes 
with rows of cellar-holes and chimneys in a number of summer vacation 
home locations. Many lives were lost on that destructive day of October 23, 
1947 nothing could stop the wind driven flames. 


It is true that such conditions are unusual for New Hampshire but they 
happened once, they can happen again. The fuel for fires is all around us. 
All it takes is a firebrand. Only by cultivating a habit of carefulness with 
fire at all times can we meet the challenge of protection when dry con- 
ditions prevail. Please let these reminders be your guide: 


1. Never, either when walking, riding or driving, discard a 
firebrand — a lighted match or a glowing cigarette. 


2. Always obtain a permit for any outside burning. The burning of 
household rubbish is not permitted if your town has rubbish 
collection. Burning of grass or garden litter can be dangerous. See 
your warden first. 


3. If you camp or picnic, be sure open fires are allowed and if they 
are, put them dead out when leaving. 


4. Most important — instruct your children in the danger of the 
lighted match. A lighted match and dry grass or forest litter is a 
dangerous combination which leads to destructive loss and can lead 
to tragedy. 

The past year - 1971 - was a favorable year for the control of fires. There 
were too many fire starts in some towns. We thank those who remembered 
and ask others to heed Smokey’s message.

During the year 1971, the Fire Department answered a total of 46 
alarms. There were 6 building fires, 4 trailer fires, 2 chimney fires, 3 
electric motor and stove fires, 3 oil burner and furnace fires, 2 gas stove 
fires, 6 car, truck and tractor fires, 1 emergency call, 4 false alarms, 13 
mutual aid calls, and 2 miscellaneous calls. 


The Fire Department has received delivery of 6 more home alerting 
devices, bringing the total up to 20, for the use of your fire fighters to 
respond to all fire calls. 


During the year, we ran a fire training class in Basic Firefighting Prac- 
tices and participated in Controlled Structural Firefighting at the Sanborn 
Cottage, State School, on the Parade Road in Laconia. Nine firemen at- 
tended Fire Fighting Classes at the Lakes Region Mutual Fire Aid School 
at Lily Pond in Gilford, in June 1971.

Manager, the Police Department and all other officials of the Town this 
year for all the assistance they have given us.
